Sessions, which was somewhat lurid, di- 
viding the people to an extent not often 
witnessed in political contests. Here 
again the sitting judge was successful, 
having been nominated to succeed him- 
self.

VIEWS HS CASE FROM INCEPTION 


Declaring Marcus Daly Has Pursued 
Him Maliciously and Vindict- 
ively, and Asserts He Has 
Never Been Guilty of 
Dishonorable Act.

Washington, May 15.—(Spectal.)—At the 
conclusion of one of the most dramatio 
scenes in the history of the United States 
senate, Hon. William A. Clark announced 
that he had forwarded to the governor of 
Montana his resignation as a senator from 
the state, and his name was stricken 
thereupon from the roll of senators by 
President Frye. 

Within a few days—probably by Monday 


, of next week at the farthest day—Mr., 


Clark will present Himself at the bar of 
the semate and ask to be sworn in on 
credentials showing his appointment to 
the vacancy created by his resignation. 
This latter result came as a climax to 
a sensational day in the history of this 
Montana contest. Senator Clark’s resig- 
nation was a surprise to everybody save 
his attorneys and those in his closest con- 
fidence. The announcement’ of his ap- 
pointment came as an even greater sur- 
prise for it was a possibility which the 
political world had not anticipated. 

The governor of Montana its Robert B. 
Smith, a-populist who is one of Marcus 
Daly’s adherents. The Heutenant govern- 
or of the state is A. E. Spriggs, a pop- 
ulist, who is a close friend of Mr. Clark 
and who spent two months here during 
the pendency of the investigation in 
Clark’s interest. In all the figuring on 
appointment in case of Clark’s resignation, 
Lieutenant Governor Spriggs seemg to 

wave been overlooked, and yet it is he 
who, according to advices received pere 
this afternoon, has appointed Mr. Clark 
to the vacancy. The power to do this 


- came to him through the absence of the 


governor from the state. Governor Smith 
is in California where, according to the 
Montana newspapers received today, he 
went to argue a case before the court of 
appeals. In his absence the lieutenant 
governor becomes de facto governor of 
the state, not only assuming all the du- 
tiles, but recelving all of the emoluments 
of the office. The power conferred upon 
the lieutenant governor of Montana in 
this sort of an emergency seems to be 
greater than that conferred upon the like 
officer of any other state. The clause of 
the Montana constitution covering this 
question is in substance as follows: 


“In case of failure to qualify, death, 
resignation, commitment or an infamous 
crime, impeachment, absence from _ the 
State or any other disability, all the func- 
tions, powers and emoluments of the office 
shall devolve upan the Meutenant governor 
until the disability is removed.’’ 


No Flaw in the Title. 

According to the interpretation placed 
upon this provision by Senator Clark and 
his friends and also by isenatur Carter 
and other republicans who have investl- 
gated it, the right of the acting governor 
to make the appointment is regarded as 
indubitable. Mr. Clark’s demand for recz 
ognition on the credentials signed by Ac- 
ting Governor Spriggs will be based upon 
that provision. It is claimed by Senator 
Clark and his legal edvisers former Sen- 
ator Faulkner that there is absolutely no 
flaw in this new title. All the senate pre- 
cedents, leading back to the Conkling 
case in 1861 und even farther, bear out 
the contention that a senator ceases to be 
@ member of that body immediately upon 
his resignation. This being the case, they 
contend that the resolution of the etec- 
tions committee declaring that Mr. Clark 
‘is not entitled to a seat as a member of 
the senate,” dies without further action. 
Nothing else can be done with it unless, 
perhaps, to indefinitely postpone it. Mr. 
Clark not being a member of the body, 
the senate has nothing more to do with 
him.

It is certain, however, that the Daly 
people who have fought Clark so bitterly 
will not give up without a further strug- 
gie and the understanding here tonight is 
that Governor Smith hus been urged to 
hurry back from San Francisco to Helena 
and make ancther appointment. If that 
is done and somebody else presents him- 
self here simultaneously with Mr. Clark, 
the probalility is that the case will then 
go to the elections committee.

The scene presented during the reading 
of his gtatement was one of the most 
unique in the history of the senate. 

The routine business of the morning had 
not been completed when the- senator 
from. Montana rose and announced that 
his addressing the senate was upon a 
matter of personal privilege. Senator 
Chandler had given notice that he weuld 
call up the committee resolution unseat- 
ing Mr. Clark and of course everybody 
realized at once that it was this matter 
that brought Senator Clark to his feet. 
Almost iystantly the hum of conversation 
on the floor and in the galleries,- which 
usually accompanies the routine business 
of the morning hour, ceased, Republican 
senators quietly left their seats and went 
over to the democratic side so that they 
might be near the senator from Montana. 
The news spread rapidly and a number 
of members of the house’soon arrived to 
filk the sofas at’ the rear of the chamber 
and to occupy standing room negrby.

“On ‘the contrary positive evidence has 
been elicited in every case where the

or received or promised, nor any consid- 
eration made to\secure a vote for the 
respondent. 

-~*In order to change the. result of the 
election it would be. necessary to estab- 
lish that elght members of the legislature 
were corruptly influenced. 

‘Much stress has been laid on the 
comparative financial condition of two or 
three legislators before and after the 
senatorial contest. These men gave full 
explanation .of the circumstances and 
conditions relating to such matters. The 
presumption is that if their financial con- 
dition was better they acquired it inno- 
cently. This is a plain proposition of law, 
and the burden of proof did not rest upon 
them. From their well known character 
I do not believe them dishonest, and 
even if they were, it must be remem- 
bered that there was much legislation be- 
fore that assembly involving millions of 
dollars in which some of the memorialists 
were deeply interested, and although they 
appear here as apostles of purity. it is 
well known in Montana they would not 
fail to test. the probity of every man in 
the most unscrupulous manner to pro- 
mote their own interests.”’

the Boers had killed on the previous day 
one of the Horse Guurds and had cap- 
tured several of Colonel Baden-Powell’s 
few remaining horses. 

Major F. D. Baillie has sent to The 
Morning Post from Mafeking under date 
of May 7th this message: 

“This morning the Boers attacKed us. 
Result as usual. There it an aching void 
here. Pass the loaf.’’ 

The Transvaal army has taken a pos!- 
tion near Heilbron road _ station, fifty 
miles nerth of Kroonstad: Its rear guard 
is still holdine the hills north of the 
‘Valsch river, while the Boer scouts are 
in touch with British reconnoitering par- 
ties twenty miles north of Kroonstad. 
The Boers have held a council of war 
at-Lingley and British spies have learned 
that the Boers decided to hold Harrismith 
as long as possible. Lotd Roberts’s in- 
fantry is still at Kroonstad. 

The railway laborers are hard at work 
and the engineers hope to have the line 
repaired within three days. The prairie 
has put on a russet winter cont. 

The nights are bitterly cold, but the 
Gays are hot. The Free Staters are sur- 
rendering in larger numbers than after 
the occupation of Bloemfontein. One of- 
ficer of the Transvaal artillery says:

Steamship Bearing. Kruger’s Repre- 
sentatives Reaches New York. 
New York. May 15.—The steamship 
Maasdam,. with the peace envoy from 
the south African republics, arrived t0- 
day from Rotterdam. The envoys—Abra- 
ham Fischer. James A. Wolmarens and 
C. H. Wessels—were met by a committee 
which went down the bay to greet them 
and later were welcomed by a larger body 
of Bocr sympathizers at Hoboken, where 
the Maasdam docked. The mayor ef that 
city extended a welcome to them and 
the party drove to their hotel. The plier 
at Hoboken was crowded, flags were fly- 
ing and a brass band played patriotic 
airs and struck up the Boer national an- 
them amid cheers and welcoming toots 
from the vessels as the envoys steppcd 

off. 

A procession, headed by a band of mu- 
sic and the mayor of Hoboken, w4s then 
formed and proceeded through the prin- 
cipal street to the Barclay street ferry, 
where the New York committee of one 
hundred took them in charge and es- 
corted them past crowds 10 their no- 
ee told of the reverses to their 
arms and the advances; made by Lord 
Roberts, the envoys merely shrugged 
their shoulders. 

“Read the dispatches,” said Mr. Fisch- 
er. ‘between the lines; besides, what dit- 
ference dees one or a dozen reverses mean 
to us? We never propose to stop fighting 
until we have gained what we are fighting 
for—our independence.” 

“We should like to have. the govern- 
ment arbitrate with England,’’ the dele- 
gates said. “and undoubtedly we shall go 
to Washington and try to have an audi- 
ence with President McKinley. If we 
cannot induce the government to do what 
we like we shall try to arouse the people 
so that they will compel the government 
to recognize us in that way.’ 

Mr. Fischer said their future plans were 
still undecided and that they would be 
largely guided by events as they hap- 
pened. As they have invitations from 
the mayors of sixty towns and cities in 
the United States, it is probable that 
they will visit many of these places bDe- 
fore sailing again for the continent. 


Botha Addresses His Troops. 

London, May 15.—A dispatch from the 
Boer laager at Rietsprult, dated Thurs- 
day, May 10th, via Kroonstad, describing 
the Zand river fighting, says: 

“General Botha, addressing the burgh- 
ers, said: 

‘“*At this same Zand river Great Britain 
in 1852 signed a treaty acknowledging the 
full sovereignty of the Transvaal. Now 
half a century later, ‘Great Britain has 
for the second time proposed to wrest 
from the Transvaal by force the- rights 
then duly recognized merely to gratify her 
land and and gold lust.’ ”’ 


Boers Are Retiring. 

Brand's Drift, Sunday, May 13.—General 
Rundle has completely checkmated the 
attempt of the Boers to come south again 
and the enemy is retiring before the per- 
sistent advance of the British. Many 
have been captured or are surrendering. 
There were 130 of these yesterday and to- 
day, among them President Steyn’s broth- 
er. The Ladysmith district is clear of 
Boers. They have evacuated Mequatling’s 
nek and are now near Lindley,

TWO MEN ARE WOUNDED 


Policemen Removing Obstructions Fire 
Thelr Pistols Into Ait 


THEN THE TROUBLE BEGINS RIGHT 


Strikers and Street Car Men in St. 
Louis Are No Nearer Together 
Than They Were -Forty- 
eight Hours Ago Re- 
garding Strike, 


St. Louis, May 1.-—The distingulshing 
feature in the street car strike situation 
today was a riot which broke out on the 
opening of the Grand avenue line of the 
St. Louis Transit system during the prog- 
ress of which two men were shot. At 
nightfall the Transit company and its 
3,000 striking employees were no nejrer 
an adjustment of th iferences than 
they were at the same time yesterday. 
The officials: of the railroad company, 
members of employees’s grevance com- 
mittee and the president of the. police 
board were in session for five hours today 
in an endeavor to reconcile the differences 
existing between the company and its em- 
piovees. 

On adjournment all the parties taking 
part in the conference would not talk for 
publication, simply stating that no agree- 
ment had been mrrived' at and that 
they would meet again tomorrow after- 
noon in an effort to accomplish. some- 
thing. 

The Suburban company pursuant to the 
agreement -effected yesterday with its 
striking employees, ran on full schedule 
day and night. This jis the first time since 
the strike was inaugurated on the road 
that a night schedule was maintained, 
Five lines ype opened during the day 
by the Transit Company, all shutting down 
at dark. Very irregular schedules were 
maintained an these lines. The opening 
of the Grand avenue line of the Transit 
system was attended by a riot about 4 
o'clock at Easton avenue’ in which two 
persons were wounded by. bullets said to 
Nave been fired by B. B. Campbell, con- 
ductor of cone of the wars. A crowd gath- 
ered at the corner, made vp largely of 
street railway strikers cn the Easton 


avenue line and their sympathizers. The 
tracks of both the Grand avenue and the 
Baston avenue lines in the vicinity had 
been obstructed by piles of rocks, boards, 
water spouts, etc. 

The Grand avenue cars, moving north, 
reached the point at 4:15 p. m., headed 
by a sprinkling car, with a half dozen or 
more cars behind it, each manned by a 
crew and six policemen. The trouble be- 
gan in the. block just south of Kaston 
avenue, when a shower of stones fell on 
the cars and the officers and crew drew 
their revolvers. The first two cars passed 
over the Easton avenue crossing and then: 
the obstructions on the track were en- 
countered. The motorman waited for the 
policemen to get down and remove the 
stones‘and lumber from the track. As the 
officers began this work a Mrs, Hogan, 
who lives in the neighborhood, hnurried 
out to the track and called the officers 
‘curs’? and other names for attempting to 
help move the cars, saying that the duty 
of a policeman was not to perform such 
work.

I married my wife 
at Cumming, Ga., and I used a lamp to 
shave by at noon, and the chickens went to 
roost. On Saturday, August 30, 1868, we had 
another total eclipse. It came on at 3 o'clock 
Pp. m. and lasted until near sunset. On the 
next morning, Sunday, August 3!/, 1868, there 
was a considerable frost. I merely state these 
things to help get the exact version of af- 
fairs in those troutlous times.

The French staff has alwsys had it in 
mind. The English put their eggs in one 
basket, as Lord Salisoury says. They 
rely wholly upon the navy for protection, 
But governments are not always particu- 
lar about the niceties of international] pro- 
cedure. Suppcse France, whose bitterness 
toward England is*even greater than the 
most suspicious Englishmen imagine, 
were to start an army cf 560,000 or 100,000 
men across the channel before publicly 
deciaring war! It might be impossible to 
mobilize a squadron sufficiently strong to 
destroy the transport, or an army great 
enough to defeat a landing. Such a force 
might concievebly rush London, and sieze 
and hold the capital, with all its treas- 
yres, for miany weeks, surrendering oniy 
after it had inflicted damage much greater 
than the destruction of a score of bat- 
Ueships, 

Count von Moltke used to say it would 
be easy enough to invade England.and 
capture Londen. Every general staff in 
Evrope had fifty plans for ‘that.

They Are Suits Against the Old Ea- 
gle and Phenix Mill. 


ONE IS ON A NOTE OF $10,000 


Another on a Guaranty for” Ad- 
vances, While the Third Is 
Against Note Indorsers. 


Columbus, Ga, May § 15.—(Special.)— 
Among the civil cases carried over by 
Judge Newman, in the federal court, yes- 
terday, unti] the first Monday in June, 
were three important suits which have 
attracted considerable interest When 
Judge Newman convenes the adjourrel 
session of his court here on June 4th it 
is understood that he will devote several 
days to the trial of these suits. 

The cases referred to are suits against 
the old Eagle & Phoenix Manufacturing 
company, makers of several papers, and 
a& number of well known people as indors- 
ers and guarantors. The old Eagle and 
Phoenix company has no assets, its al- 
fairs having been wound up in the courts 
and the suits are really against the in- 
dorsers of the notes. In ail, nearly $1, 
000 is involved. Quite a number of well 
known Atlantians are among the indors- 
ers and guarantors. 

One of the cases is that of the Manhat- 
tan Savings Bank and Trust cOinpany, 
ot Memphis, a suit on a note of $10,000 
against the cld Eagle and Phoenix Manu- 
facturing company, as maker, and John 
S. Bigby, C. A. Collier, J. H. Martin, W. 
H. Brannon, Cc. B. Woodruff, A. J. Be 
thune and J. T. Warnock, as indorsers. 
The bank is represented by Goetchius & 
Chappeil, and the defendants by Brannon 
& Martin, of Columbus, King & Spaiding, 
tT. A. Hammond and Slaton & Phiilps, of 
Atlanta. In this case the indorsers plea, 
among other things, a release because 
extension was given after maturity of 
the note, 

The second case is that of the National 
Bank of New York, a suit on a guaranty 
for advances, loans and discounts jo the 
Eagie and Phoenix Manufacturing conm- 
pany. Kecovery is sougnt on the nhvtes 
and overdrafts aggregating $14,000, against 
the following named guurantors: John 5. 
Bigby, A. J. Bethune, Mrs. L. M, Gor- 
don, J. T. Wiernock, Mrs. LK. K. Bigby, 
McAllen Bb. Mersh and Fk. N. Graves. Tne 
bank is represented by Goetchius & Chap- 
pell, of Columbus, and the guarantors by 
Smith, Hanimond & Smith and Slaton & 
Phillips, of Atlanta end W. A. Wimbish, 
of Columbus. In this case the guaraniors 
cizim alteration in the paper after they 
signed it; also that the debt sued on was 
an antecedent debt; that as to some of ihe 
guarantors the paper was signed on Sun- 
day.

Conference at Chicago Unable To

Chicago, May 15.—The election of bishops 
of the Methodist church has so far resulted 
in no choice. One ballot was taken today, 
but none of the forty odd candidates re- 
ceived the necessary ‘two-thirds vote re- 
under the rules.

Flectro-magnets are becoming more and 
more common for lifting purposes, and 
are made to do the work formerly accom- 
plished by means of a chain and hook. 
When hot iron plates have to be han- 
dled, the serviceability of the- electro- 
magnet method is most pronounced. In 
a large English foundry a number of 
electro-magnets capable of carrying 4 
load of 4,000 pounds are used. These mag- 
nets consume five and one-half amperes 
of current at a pressure of 110 volts. At 
the Woolwich arsenal’ the greater 
part 'of the moving of large projec- 
tiles is done by electro-magnets. Many 
large works in this country use them for 
lifting heavy weights, transporting them 
rapidly from one point to another by 
electric motor. Magnets of from one to 
five-horse power are the usual sizes used.

New York, May 1!5.—Operations in the stock 
market continued to be left largely to profés- 
sional hands today. The movement was ex- 
ceedingly irregular and confused all day. Gen- 
erally speaking it could fairly be said that 
railroad stocks were firm to strong, while 
the industrials were weak. This distinction 
was obvious at the opening of the market, and 
the day’s trading tended rather to emphasize 
it, except that the demoralizing tendencies 
in the steél industrials ultimately affected the 
whole list and dragged back even the strongest 
of the railroads. There was a brief show of 
strength after the opening by Federal Steel 
and Steel and Wire, probably on covering of 
shorts sold in yesterday's break, but in the 
late trading these stocks, as well as others 
of the group, fell to the lowest in the present 
movement. The extrome declines ranged all the 
way from | to nearly 6 points, the latter Ten- 
nessee Coal. There was no definite news to 
account for the weakness, but rumors were 
plentiful that dividends would be reduced cor 
passed and that further deep cuts were pend- 
ing in the price of the output of the largest 
competitor of the Steel companies whose stocks 
are dealt in on the stock exchange. The de- 
claration of a first dividend on the common 
stock of National Tube and the reports of the 
re-opening of sundry milis had no effect in 
checking the decline. Among the notable ex- 
ceptions to the weakness in the industrial de- 
partment were the group of New York city 
stocks, including American Ice. Consolidated 
Gas led in the rise of 5 points and the local 
tractions. responded. A meeting of directors 
of the American Sugar Refining Company caus- 
ed an uneasy demand from the shorts which 
lifted tre stock at one time 2%. in the rail- 
road list Burlington continued in good demand 
at an extreme advance of |% in spite of denials 
of the rumored refunding plan. The Granger 
group and Western Railroad stocks were most 
benefited in sympathy and showed good ad- 
vances, in spite of reports of declining traffic, 
both east and west bound. There was said to 
be large buying for account of an outstanding 
short interest in the west in the railroad list. 
The international department was helped by 
some buying for London account, where prices 
rallied on easier money and the encouraging 
war news. The relief to the London money 
market afforded by the receipt of Russian 
gold’ aroused the hope that no immediate de- 
mand will be made on New York by London 
for gold.

And One for Whom Hanna Worked. 
Secretary Long Wants To Re- 
store Officers of the Navy 
to Active List—Other 
News. .

Washington, May 16.—(Special.)—This 
Neely business gets more interesting with 
each day’s developments. 

When Senator Hanna revealed the indif- 
ference of the republican politicians by 
declaring that he “didn’t give a d—d for 
Neely,” he probably had no idea that 
the next man to be involved would be his 
dear friend, Major Rathbone, of Ohlo, 
who was director of posts, with unlimited 
power, on the recommendation of Senator 
Hanna himself. The suspension of Rath- 
bone pending the investigation doubtless 
means his permanent retirement from this 
particular field of usefulness, for he 
developments of the inspectors show that 
he has been guilty of criminal reglect, if 
nothing worse. 

This man Rathbone is a husky Chio pol- 
iticlan, who has peculiar claims upon 
Senator Hanna, growing, to e “me ex- 
tent at least, out of the senator's fight 
for re-election which raised such a scan- 
dal at the time, but which Senator Chand- 
ler and his beautiful committee on priv- 
jleges and elections carefully whitewashed 
because Hanna was—well, Hanna. 

Rathbone an Office Holder. 

Rathbone secured his principal postal 
experience as official headsman when Har- 
rison was president. He was first a de- 
tective in the secret service of the treas- 
ury department, then a postoffice inrpec- 
tor and then fowfth-class assistant post- 
master general. 

The republican spokesmen are loud in 
their declaration that. they do not believe 
Rathbone at all implicated in Neely’s al- 
leged thefts, but it is evident that the 
authorities have something 
against him or he would not have been 
told that He must go. 

One of the scandals of the administra- 
tion of postal affairs in Cuba which has 
been brought to light by this Neely bus- 
iness is the way the director of posts has 
helped himself to a fat salary, a great big 
expense account, a fine house and even 
silk underwear at the expense of the peo- 
ple of Cuba. He may not have carried off a 
satchel full of money and may not con- 
template doing so; but it is a mild state- 
ment of-a self-evident fact to say that 
the director of posts has furnished a glit- 
tering picture of what one may expect 
when one of Mark Hanna’s henchmen is 
placed in a position with a trust fund 
attached. | 
Charges of Bribery. 

Rathbone’s appointment to his present 
place is the legitimate consequence of his 
activity in behalf of Senator Hanna when 
that patriot was a candidate for the sen- 
ate in January, 1898. 

It will be recalled that there were 
some very interesting charges about the 
efforts made to influence c2rt?in repub- 
lican legislators to vote for Hauna A 
member of the bouse named Otis charged 
that efforts had been made to buy his 
vote. The majority report of the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate, declared 
that the evidence‘ proved an effort had 
been made to bribe Otis to vote for Han- 
na: that a man named Boyce was the 


Principal offender in the commission of 
the crime; and that Major E. C. Rath- 
bone and Major Charles F. Dick were 
agents of Marcus A. Hanna and procured, 
aided and abetted Henry H. Boyce ‘to 
commit the crime. The report charged a 
conspiracy with Rathbone, Dick, Hanna 
ang Boyce as the principal figures. T 
committee stated that it had made ef- 
forts to subpoena and by invitations to 
Secure Major Rathbone as a witness, 
but he discreetly came on to Washington 
and remained here until after the com- 
mittee finished its investigation. 

This then shows the relation existing 
between Senator Hanna and the director 
of posts who was sent there to show 
the Cubans the proper way of governing 
themselves. He is one of Senator Han- 
na’s closest friends and supporters. 

This thing is getting hot. All of the 
rascals may not have been caught, but 
the investigation is getting pretty close 
to headquarters. , 

More Officers Needed. 

Secretary Long has sent to congress a 
favorable report on the bill to restore re- 
tired officers of the navy to the active 
list. The bill provides that any officer 
retired for disabilities in the line of duty 
may be restored to the active list, pro- 
vided his physical, mental, moral and 
provisional qualifications shall be ap- 
proved by an official board. In comment- 
ing upon the bill Secretary Long says: 


In the opinion of the department. when an 
officer on the retired list who is placed there 
for disabilities incurred in the line of duty, 
recovers his health he should, if in other re- 
spects desirable, be restored to the active list. 
in order that the govelament may receive the 
bene‘t of his services. A difiiculty presented 
by this course, however. is the determination 
on the place of the navy iist to which a man 
So restored to active duty shall be assigned, 
since to put him in the place which he would 
have occupied had he remained in active ser- 
vice would appear to be an injustice to those 
who have performed their duties and acquired 
experience during the period of his absence. On 
the other hand, if given t% actual place which 
he held when he left the servies, it would make 
him in some cases very much junior to officers 
who were his juniors when he retired. The 
present measure, since it provides thet officers 
80 restored shall be carried as additional to the 
number of each grade to which they may be ap- 
pointed, or thereafter at any time promoted, 
appears to meet these objections, and, in its 
present form, is deemed by the department to 
be unobjectionable, subject, however, to cer- 
tain suggestions.”’ 

The secretary enumerates the changes in the 
bill necessary to meet the points he raised, ands 
Says that ‘‘in view of the need of additioral of- 
ficers for active service in the navy, it would 
be well to enlarge the scope of the proposed 
enactment. so as to authorize the re-enstate- 
ment of officers. who resigned from the service 
in a state-of honor, as well as chose dlischarg- 
ed pursuant to the provisions of the act of Au- 
gust 5 1882. © * © It is believed that, 
guarited as the provisions cf section 5 are, they 
are free from features prejudicial to the ser- 
vice, and will doubtless operate to place in the 
nhavy a mumber of men especially qualified for 
duty at a time when the-services of additional 
officers are urgently needed.” 


Hunting Fat Snaps. 

This bill is designed to correct an abuse 
which has grown up under the personal 
politics which seems to rule the navy de- 
partment. Owing to the strong pull for 
soft land duty, the reports show that 
the ships of the navy in commission and 
under construction will be largely under- 
officered. With all these ships in active 
service—and they... require service in $or- 
der to retain their efficiency—there are 
scarcely half enough officers available 
for them. Every fellow who has a pull, 
and especially every fellow who has a 
wife with social ambition, seeks to get 
on shore in some’ easy place, either In 
the department or at navy yards. Now 
very many of these places are, of course, 
simply clerical. Thefe are a lot of men 
on the retired list from 
physical diability who possess the requl- 
site knowledge and experience for these 
land places and who would like to hold 
them at full pay, rather than do nothing 
on retired pay. This particular bill un- 
der consideration is designed to make it 
possible for the secretary of the navy to 
avail himself of the services of such peo- 
ple and to send a lot of his present force 
off to sea where they belong. 


Judge Griggs’s. Bill Favorably Re- 
ported. 

The committee on postoffices and post- 
roads of thé house has submitted a unani- 
mous report favorable to the passage of 
the bill introduced by Judge Griggs, of 
the second district, to extend the privi- 
leges of second class mail matter to the 
publications of state departments of ag- 
riculture. In its report the committee

In many, if not in all, of tha states, the de- 
partments of agriculture, by whatever name 
called, make a practice of issuing monthly, bi- 
monthly, or quarterly publications, in the na- 
ture of helps to the farmers. They are filled 
with advice to the agricultural clasges on prao- 
tical lines by expérts employed by the states 
for their purpose, and properly circulated would 
undoubtedly be of incalculable benefit to the 
farmers of America. The cost of distributing 
these bulletins now is probably more than the 
cost of publication, if forwarded through the 
mails, costing from | to 2 cents a copy, where- 
as if sent through the express companies the 
distribution must be intrusted to some person 
in every community, who, haying ho interest 
in the same and feeling. no responsihility, some- 
times distributes them and often does not. ‘The 
first is too expensive; the last is too uncertain. 
lnder this bill the devartmerts of agriculture 
can use the mails just as the newspapers use 
them, and can in that way reach all the far- 
mers of the state easily, certainly, and

Washington, May 15.—(Special.)—Georgia 
and Alabama occupied the attention of 
the rivers and harbors committee of the 
house this morning when the delegation 
here in the interest of the Coosa river im- 
provement was giver a hearing. ‘There 
was a fuil attendance of the committee 
and a number of senators and representa-~ 
tives parily interested in this work were 
present. Colonel D. B. Hamilton, of 
Rome, was the principal speaker. He ex- 
plaired the condition of the waterway 
and the great benefit to be received from 
its improvement on the line which he 
suggested. He was followed by Mr? Lay, 
.of Gadsden, Mr. Lathrop, of Riverside, 
and Captain Fiagler, the engineer officer 
in charge of that work. The speeches were 
all short and to the point and the ques- 
tions of members of the commitiee show- 
ed that they took great interest in the 
matter. There is every indication that 
favorable action will be’ taken on the 
proposed appropriation. The emergency 
river and harbor bill which was reported 
to the house today carried a total appro- 
priation of about $300,000. Two hundred 
thousind dollars of this to go to the con- 
templated purchase from the Eades heirs 
of their property at tne mouth of the 
Mississippi river. The .est is to go for 
emergency work to be applied on certain 
necessary improvements to be made un- 
der the direction of the engineers of the 
army. ' 

Among the specific projects to be cover- 
ed by this appropriation are the following: 
South Carolina, Great Pee Dee river, be- 
tween Cheraw and the Wilmington, Co- 
lumbus and Augusta railroad bridges; 
Ashley river, from the city of Charleston 
to the head of navigation.
